In a word, truth not only does 
prevail, but it has always and it always 
will prevail, the real question at issue re. 
lating to what the truth actually is, and 
the discovery depending upon the ability 
of the seeker. 

Public good is based upon varied public 
intereste. Investigation, rather than dis— 
cussion, will reveal those interests. The 
press that discards show and shams; that 
is bound to no idol; that rides no hobby; 
that looks into the world from day to day 
with its eyes wide open and its wits about 
it, loving its country and its tellow-men, is 
as capable of achieving results and secur- 
ing the confidence of a thousand as a 
hundred thousand readers, is as highly 
prized in the cottage and the alley as in the 
banking-house and thoroughfare, and can 
be made to flourish as generously when 
issued from a quiet hamlet as when sent 
by express over a multitudinous capital.

Thus Mr. CRITTENDEN, 
a man who had much to lose, tound him- 
self compromised with a woman, who, if 
accounts be true, had nothing to lose, 
Woe to the male in such an emergency ! 
That Mr. CRITTENDEN was what we call 
“infatuated,” is likely, from the fact that 
his relations with Mrs. Farr extended 
through years, and were marked by 
many inconsistencies. In 1866 he pres 
sented her to his wife. A few months later 
we find him interdictmg Mrs. CritTEex- 
DEN’s visits to her. Not long before the 
last act of the tragedy, Mrs. Fam called 
at Mr. CRITTENDEN’s house about mid- 
night. There wasa scene. Mr. CRITTEN- 
DEN refused to see the unseasonable vis 
itor, who persisted in remaining. A 
policeman was summoned, but, before his 
arrival, Mr. CRITTENDEN relented, came 
down stairs, had an angry coloquy with 
the intruder, assuring her that she had 
unsexed herself, and that be was disgusted 
with her; and finally she went away,accom- 
panied by one of Mr. CRITTENDEN’s sons. 
All this happened within hearing, within 
the presence, so to say, of the CrITTEN- 
DEN household. Yet, after this, we find 
Mr. DEN tumisbing a suite of 
apartments and taking up his quarters in 
the house which was occupied by Mrs, 
Farr; and, the very day of the murder, 
they dined together. Mr. CriItTTENDEN’S 
family had been in the East and were ex~ 
pected to return that afternoon. He went 
to meet them. So did Mrs. Farr. And, 
on the ferryboat, she delivered the fatal 
shot whilst the newly-arrived wife leaned 
upon the arm of her husband and his 
children were near about him. She was 
very cool; made no effort to escape; 
promptly admitted the act; and was con- 
veyed to prison, where she experienced 
sundry manffestations of rational nervous 
excitement. 

The conduct of Mr. CritTENDEN 
throughout was inconsistent. If he meant 
to get a divorce trom his wifeand to marry 
Mrs. Farr, why did he threaten to remove 
her from his house by force? If he did 
not, how shall we account for his subse- 
quent proceeding? There 1s a ready way 
ot saying that a man is bewitched, and 
another that he is deliberately treacherous. 
But neither harmonizes with Mr. Crrrren- ‘ 
DEN’s Character. He was a solid and 
sensible man, and, in every other relation 
of life, showed himself upright and reli- 
able. The delinquency we leave tu the 
speculation of those who are curious 
enough to pursue it. 

Mrs. Fark has had four husbands and is 
still a young and pretty woman. There is 
not much room for doubt as to her motive. 
She was dazzled by CrrrTENDEN’s name 
and fortune; plotted to secure them; and, 
having devoted years to the purpose and 
made all the sacrifices she could to achieve 
it, the prospect of failure so exasperated 
her that she resolved on murder, and did 
actually execute it. 

To the extent of extreme passion all 
murder is madness. But in this case it 
was very deliberately arranged and coolly 
carried out, and if the criminal is not con- 
victed it will be on account of a mock

Tar MAGNIFICENT TEMPLE OF 
PHARMACY of H.T. Hembold, 594 Broad- 
way, is, beyond question, the finest and most 
attractive establishment of ita kind in New 
York. It is one of those places which arrest 
,he eyes of the passer-by, and compel him to 
stop and examine it, almost against his will. 
It 8 marked by its striking architectural 
beauty, and there is a certain nameless fasci- 
nation about it, the combined result of an 
exquisite taste in the arrangement of the 
various articles exposed for sale, and a de- 
delightful harmony of color. 


One step from the sidewalk, and on @ level 
with the floor of the establish ment, is a pave- 
ment of white marble, extending the whole 
length of the front, and relieved by diamond 
figures, consisting of small rose-tinted and 
yellow blocks of the same material. The 
windows, which are light and stately, are, 
with the doors, composed of solid sheets of 
French plate glass; and, as we enter the store, 
especially by gaslight, the whole seene bursts 
upon us like some splendid fairy creation. 
The eye is délighted by the series of magni- 
ficent crystal chandeliers which hang from 
the center of the arabesqued ceiling in a long 
perspective of flashing light, to illuminate 
the immense palace from one ead to the 
other, in all 225 feet from Broadway into 
Crosby street. No metal is perceptible in any 
part, forthe pipes are covered with ground 
giass (tubes, and even the pendant chains are 
of cut crystal, and were imported from Paris 
expressly. 


The first floor has been most tastefully fitted 
up, being used as the largest and finest Retail 
D:ug Depariment in the World. 


On each side are cases richly strewn with 
the mst lovely articles of Parisian fabric, 
which the keen Doc.or purchased in enorm- 
ous quantities before the closing of the be- 
leaguered city. He invested no less than 
$200,000 im these airy trifles which women 
love to collect around their toilet tables, and 
has reaped a fabulous profit by his shrewd- 
ness, 


At the end of these cases come’ an open 
space well known to the thirsty in summer- 
time. Here is the soda-water fountain, the 
largest in the world, . 


The marble counter is an artistic work, The 
slabon which the foaming drinks are pre- 
sented is of French royal red,and the sidesgare 
of Italian white Carrara, with superimposed 
tablets of serancilin, shaped like diamonds, 
and smal] diamond facets. At the topisa 
coping of lumarehel, a grayish marble, with 
red stains and purple blotches, and there 
- are pilasters of the same at equal distances 
with capitals or vieil, brun. The plinth is of 
tumarchel. 


} The font itself is Of §arencolin, and is 
shaped like a Nortnan church. The base is 
of Tennessee marble, black, with large, yel- 
low mottlings. The wkole cost $10,000. This 
part is lighted with four-corner pendants, of 
the same exquisite crystal, terminating in a 
ground glass ornament of a lotus flower, and 
a central one, larger, more elaborate, and 
equally beautiful, This favorite spot is pro- 
tected by two figures in bronze, a Moorish 
youth and maiden, copies from the old pal- 
ace of the Abencerrages in the Alhambra, 
and®exquisite specimens of artistic skill 


On each side there are cases filled with 
toilet articles in Bohemian glass and porce- 
lain, and beyond, marking the entrance to 
the ladies’ parlor, are two bronze figures— 
Diana and one of ber nymphs These are 
supeibly mounted on tripods of Pompeiian 
structure in verd antique and bronze, classi- 
cal and charming, and remarkable for_the 
clearness and sharpness of the molding. 


The walls, extending over half the retail 
hall, are adorned all along the ceiling to the 
firat two pillars, with a series of twenty- 
eight molded arches, fourteen on each side. 
These rest upon an elaborate molding, sup- 
ported by elegant pillars, with ornamented 
capitals overlaid with gold, and the roof al- 
so is richly paint«d and fretted with gold. 
The shelves are divided into a number of 
ranges, each of which is backed by French 
mirrors. Then come the counters, eight in 
all, composed of solid marble throughout, the 
top slabs supported by richly-carved brackets, 
siarred with gold, and having two square 
compartments on the side faces, each one of 
which bears the inscription “H. T. H.” 


Connected with the establishment is an en- 
chanted palace, which lies beyond. The 
earpet is singularly beautiful, and was made 
specially for the Doctor in England, It is 
styled Imperial Axminster, and is 23 feet 
wide by 46 feet long. It has no brillant colors, 
but is in perfect harmony with the tints 
around; and its garlands and flowers, its 
mountain scenery, and heautifully-depicted 
trees, do not obtrude themselves upon the 
eye, and are content to harmonize with the 
general effect rather than by violent asser- 
tions of color to kill every neighboring object. 


Here commence, also, on each side, rows of 
columns, which ex‘end to the rear on Crosby 
street. These are Corinthian, with gilded 
f.utings, the columns being deep lavender in 
color, with white capitals and bases, which 
are both richly gilt, supporting eighteen mag- 
nificent and costly piate mirrors, from floor 
to ceiling, and extending the entire length of 
the store. These rest upon an elaborate 
molding, with ornamented capitals, overlaid 
with gold, The walls are white, with panels 
having broad borders,in exquisite arabesques, 
very richly gilt, alternating in light and dark 
hues. The shelves are divided into a number 
of ranges, each of which is backed by heavy 
plate mirrors. 


The chimney-place is massive, and projects 
semi-circle. It is of carved walnut, bold in 
decoration, but not overlaid with ornament. 
In parts it is relieved with some lighter wood. 
Around the grate are belts of American mar- 
ble, the outer purple, mottled with gray, the 
inner a deep black. The grate contains a gas 
fire like those which excite so much interest 
in the vestibule of the Grand Operg-house, _ 


On the mantelpiece are handsome bronzes, 
In the center is aclock which is garlanded 
with flowers and supported by Three Graces. 
Two Cupids sport on the top of the dial and 
make mock at Time. On each side of this 
charming center clock are two figures repre- 
senting warriors of France of the seventeenth 
eentury, and evidently, by their scarfs, be- 
longing to those frondeurs who made remarks 
on the nose of Cardinal Mazarin. Bestie the 
chimney-piece, on tall and handsome pedes 

als, are two more bronzes representing Louls 
XL. and Tristan l’'Hermite, made familiar to 
American readers in the pages of “Quentin 
Durward.” 

Up in the corner is the iron safe and secre- 
taire combined,where lady visitors who wish 
to leave parcels of great value can be accom- 
modated. Near at hand is another feature, 
mirror and toilet table on revolving pedestal, 
the whole in black walnut, but this will not

The columns 
here are Ionic, and support tall mirrors, 
which are placed at an angle of fifteen de- 
grees, and flash back the scenes of bustle and 
enterprise displayed. Between these columns 
are long cases covered with all those prepara- 
tions for which Dr. Helmbold is famous, all 
done up in packages and ready for exporta- 
tion. 


The remaining portions of the walls, from 
the first pillars to the partition which divides 
the retail store ‘rom the counting-rvom, are 
stained with an elegant Freach gray, upon 
which is painted, in a very beautiful and 
elaborate Mosaic work of the most exquisite 
colors, a series of immense hexagons in dou- 
ble gold bead frames. Ther@are also five ele- 
gant fountains about fivé feet high, and an 
equal distance apart, constamtiy throwing 
their jets of perfumed cologne-water, and 
making the air redolent with the most ray- 
ishing sweetness. The office compartment or 
counting-rooms are marked off at the end of 
the retail department, or 19 feet from the 
front of the same, 


Just before the entrance to the Counting- 
rooms are two figures of ebony negroes, each 
with his right hand raised, and intended to 

ear a lamp or vase, accodring to the taste o¢ 
the owner. These statues were brought, we 
understand, from the French Exhibition, and 
are quite the rage as drawing-room orna- 
ments among people of wealth and fashion 
in that capital. 


The Counting-rooms are divided into five 
compartments, 35 feet deep ,by 28 feet front 
each compartment containing desks, chairs 
fire-proof safes, &c., elegantly arranged for 
the officials, At its extremity are two re- 
treats, one bearing the title “Editorial De- 
partment,” the other the “Commodore's 
Sanetum.” The reat of the room is filled 
with large desks, and tie place is lighted by 
an ingenious device. To the ceiling is,sus- 
pended something like the fiy-top of a Tark- 
sh pavilion, and at the edges of this are 
eighteen Argand lamps with porcelain 
Shades, Beneath this isa bronze female fig- 
ure on acrimson pedestal, In her left hand 
she holds a clock; in her right a barometer. 
Along the entire length of the room is a rack 
of a thousand pigeon holes, which contain 
papers which appertain to the Advertising 
Department, and contain advertisements and 
editorials about Dr. Helmbold and his im- 
mense business, which are presered for fu- 
ture reference.
